TUNNEL THROUGE THE ALP3.

The giznt undertaking of tanpveling Moust| ——

Cenis, one of the highest mountsins of the
Alps between Switzerland 2nd Piedmont, pro-
gresses slowly. The difficalties of the enter-
prise consist pot so much in the length of the
solterranvan communicatioa which is to be
effected, as in the impossibility of taking the |
work ia haod at more than two peints, and of |
getting the necessary supplies of air, at a dis-
isnes of 10,750 feet from cither end of the
tonnel. All the other tannels, which have
been baill, are ennnected with the surface by
A series of shafts, which being sank in ;iis-.
tanse of at most 1000 feet, do not only multi-

; pis the peoint of atlack, bul facilitate and jn-

sure also the necessary cirenlation of the air,
and the emulation of the workmen. This ex-
pedicnt carnol be made use of at the Mount
Cenis Tunnel, {or the shafts would have to be
driven to a depth of 8000 feet fo reach fhe
bottom, and the auxilisary works wocld Lave
to be almost more gigantic than the principal
strocture. Shafts of that depth have pot yet
been sunk in rock in any other locality—let
alone the regicns of etermal smow. Under
these circumstancesthe tunnel is only worked
from the two extremities; but thouzh zugnrs

| of a pew inventicn enable them to drill blast-

ing bores of quite a comsinemable depth, in
which the powder is fired by elecirical sparks,
it has not been puossible 1o complete more
then 25 to 30 feet per month, even under the
most favorable circumsiances. At this
it will take £ty years to Gnish the work even
without considering that the dificalties in-
crease with every step it advanees, as the
cesgary supplies of air, provisions, toois and
workmen will at jast bave to be forwarded o-
ver a distance of 183,000 feet from the en-
trance.
